SAOBAMBNTO, July 12.—This haa been 


one of the most exciting daya in the hia- 
tory of the etrisc. As a result two men 
lie wounded in the receiving hospital, 
•while several otbers are reported dead 
ot injured. 
Shortly after 10 o'clock 


thiB morning a switch-engine was sent 
along Front «t«et J» jdear .the tracks. 
A company of regulars, under commaiid 
of Captain Roberta of battery L, United 
Slates 'artillery, accompanied the en- 
gine. As they reached I street it is 
Claimed a gang of strikers fired on the 
troops. The soldiera returned the fire, 
and several men were seen to fall. Two 
of them were picked up by the police 
and removed to the receiving hospital. 
Their uamea are John Stuart and Frank 
Buckley. The former is a marine fire- 
man on the U.S.S. Alliance, and was at- 
tracted to the scene of the conflict by 
the large crowd. He was shot through 
the body, and is dying. Buckley lives 
iu Butte county, and was here on a 
visit. He was shot through the rit:ht 
shoulder. Both men deny that they 
are in any way connected with the 
strikers. 
Stuiirt haa made an ante-mortem 


statement, in which lie declares he was 
shot down because he refused to halt 
when ordered to do BO by the regulars. 
He has a mother living in Ireland. The 
shooting was heard at the depot, and 
Colonel (jrahani, who was in command, 
ordered the l-'irut United States Marine 
corps, under command ot Captain Berry- 
man, and Third United .States Marino 
Corps, under Lieutenant Draper, from 
the depot with llxcd bayonets. They 
divided into charging equads, and with 
fixed bayonets, extended the dead line 
to Second street. Shortly afterward 
troop I, Fourth UniUfd States Cavalry, 
nuidoa flying dueh down Second street 
to J, and thence to front, sweeping 
everything before them. United States 
Marshal Baldwin was in the lead and 
proclaimed

SAN FUAXCIBCO, July 13.—Sixteen 


days have intervened since the general 
strike was inaugurated ou the Southern 
Pacific systems.

of affaire as he saw it, ho euid: "Mr. 
Pullman seems to have ait idea of a 
town for hia workmen very different 
from that of moat peop,lo in his posi- 
tion. While the town of Pullman waa 
in course of construction notbiogeeemed 
too nice, the best materials being used; 
All tho buildings were of brick., a large 
majority of them being what might b» 
called terraces, so that each occupant or 
family had his 01 its own yard, with a 
woodshed at an alley. A few flats were 
also built for the accommodation of the 
poorer 
laboring classes. Tlie rents 


ranged, according to iny recollection, 
from $6.50 to $30 per mouth. 


"Mr. Pullman gave a field for base- 


ball arid cricket, so that the people 
could enjoy themselves on Saturday 
afternoons, as at the time I speak of 
work was stopped at 1,30 p.m. every 
Saturday. For the benefit and accom- 
modation of hie people ho changed the 
pay days, making them semi-monthly 
instead of monthly, thus rendering a 
great benefit to them.

Nsw YORK, July 13.—ficorgo M. Pull- 


man issued a lengthy statement this 
evening in defense of tho Pullman com- 
pany. He says the shops at Pullman 
wens in a prosperous condition until 
November, 189U, when the general de- 
pression neci'BfliUiifd a reduction in tho 
force from 6000 to -2000 employes. Com- 
petition, Uigeiher with the continued 
depression, necessitated lower wages, 
but the force waa gradually increased to 
over 4000 employes. For nine weeks 
tho car shops »t Pullman were working 
on contracts taken, according to Pull- 
man, nt prices lues than actual coat to 
the company, to prevent the closing 
down of the work*. In May a commit- 
tee of workmen demanded the restora- 
tion of former wages. Pullman saya he 
offered an inspection of the books on 
the contracts to prove that the opera-

LOVELOCK, July 13.—A trijilo murder, 


due to jealousy, occurred about twenty 
miles from here last night. Robert 
Logan shot and killed Dan Lovelock 
and Fred Sullivan, and was in turn 
killed by his own wife. Logan's wife 
had applied for n divorce, and Logan 
was insanely jealous of her, and threat- 
ened to kill some of her male frieude. A 
few days ago Mrs. Logan went to Oot- 
touwood. Logan followed, and attacked 
Dan Lovelock, the stage driver, wound- 
ing him nevorely in thte head. Love- 
lock was unablu to return bore, and

street. Knowing that the locomotive 
would pass the headquarters of the 
strikers, a big building near the tracks 
in tlie vieinitv of thu city jail, Colonel 
Graham ordered a company of regular 
soldiers to bo sent with tho switch en-

A WAY MUST BE LEGALIZED. 


Public interest is now centered on the 


national capital. Tlie pec pic are look- 
ing with eager expectancy to the od- 
ministration for Che maturing of H plan 
whereby disputes between organized 
labor and organized capital can be set- 
tled without resort W unlawful and dis- 
astrous 
methods. 
Unquestionably, 


labor, as the weaker element, must 
have some means ol defense and re- 
dress It cannot be permitted to use 
the weapon it iu now wielding, lor it iu a 
weapon of destruction that falls with 
«flect terrible and indiscriminate upon 
tbe whole industrial machine. It is a 
method of owrcion, with devastation 
and ruin ae its consequences, which 
cannot exist where civilized govern- 
ment prevails. Hut in its stead labor 
must be Riven legitimate and 
legal 


meuB of defense againet the greed and 
power o! organized capital. 


Compnleory arbitration is n radical 


measure, but a radical measure is neces- 
e»ry to meet the requirements of the 
vast, powerful and antagonistic inter- 
eels which, controlled only by existing 
lava, are wrecking the prosperity of the 
commonwealth in their desperate strug- 
gle? for supremacy. Undoubtedly ob- 
jectioni can be urged against a court of 
arbitration, to which either labor or 
capital can appeal for the settlement of 
an otherwise irreconcilable difference, 
hut we believe tbe objections are out- 
weighed ten to one by the benefits 
which would be realized. If not arbi- 
tration, it must then be something else. 
The fact that tbe government IH strong 
enough to put down an ordinary insur- 
rection does not mean that labor will 
not find some means to protect itself if 
the government docs not provide the 
means. Unless some method of peace- 
ful settlement is provided, the war will 
go on unceasingly and with increasing 
bitterness. 


Tlie state ol public sentiment en- 


gendered by this industrial warfare is 
becoming ft menace to the perpetuity of 
the government. 
Better, certainly, it 


would be to abridge some rights, the ex- 
ercise of which have become dancerous, 
than to drift into a state of anarchy 
while attempting to defend them. . 


A OOHHZBPONDEST iu a recent issue of 


this paper called attention to the' 
absurdity, not to>l mention dishonesty, 
of the Populist speakers who are almost 
to a man following the lead --of the 
Democratic party in its attacks on the 
Bepublican policy of protection to 
American industry. They rehash the 
etale Democratic argument that the 
tariff has created the trusts and mo- 
nopolies by ehutting out foreign com- 
petition, but the Populist speakers with 
hardly an exception take the ground 
that they would absolutely prohibit the 
importation from foreign countries of 
alt products which we produce in suf- 
ficient quantity to supply the home de- 
mand. With characteristic disregard 
of the logic of tbe situation and^ their 
own contention they coolly ignore the 
lact that if the restraint of a duty npon 
foreign importation fosters trust* ,and 
monopolies that absolute prohibition of 
each importation would give the trusts 
full sway and that the worst possible re- 
BlllU, according to the alleged argument 
they use against the Republican policy, 
would follow the adoption of their pro- 
hibitive plan. We have fallen upon 
strange times, indeed, when intelligent 
voters listen patiently and in many 
inBUncea approvingly to such political 
clap-trap.

IKK Los Angelea Times calls attention 


to a feature in modern invention which 
is calculated to prove of vast importance 
to the people of the interior portions of 
this slate, in which long and warm sum- 
mers arc a prominent climatic feature. 
Already light, heat, water, power, hu- 
man speech and even drawings are 
transmitted from place to place almost 
instantaneously. 
The latest develop- 


ment in this line is the transmission of 
cold by pipe lines from a central station. 
Such a system is now in successful op- 
eration at Denver and St. Louie. 


In these plants the agent for pro- 


ducing cold^is liquid ammonia. The 
substance is liquified at the centn.1 sta- 
tion and transmitted through iron pipes, 
under a presaure of 150 pounds to the 
BCfcuare inch, to the places to be cooled. 
At those places the liquid ammonia 
flows through an adjustable opening ID 
a small valve into one end of an expan- 
sion or cooling coil. The other end of 
this coil is connected with a return pipe 
leading back to the station. The boiling 
away, or evaporation of the liquid am- 
monia in the expansion coil otwls the 
surrounding space and the temperature 
desired is obtained by regulating tbe 
rate at which the ammonia escapee from 
the main. A constant suction is kept 
up in the return pipes, eo that the vapor 
of the ammonia returns to tbe central 
station for repeated use. 


In this process a liquid fills tbe out- 


going pipes and vapor the return pipes, 
which is just the reverse of the steam- 
heating process, where vapor fills tbe 
outgoing pipee and liquid flows in the 
return pipes. In steam-heating from a 
central station there is much loss by 
radiatioh'from the maina; in the refrig- 
erating process there is no correspond- 
ing loss, as tbe liquid ammonia is 
passed through the mains nt ordinary 
temperatures. 


The system described admits of many 


applications, the most ordinary and im- 
portant ot which at present are the 
cooling of storage boxes for hotels, 
restaurants, saloons, butcher shops and 
butter houses, and in enabling hotels 
nnd cafes to make their own ice; in 
cooling water for largo stores 
and 


factories, and in cooling of summer 
cafes and dining-rooms to any desired 
temperature. 
In St. Louis ten or 15 de- 


grees between tlie inside and oiiteide 
temperature were found most satisfac- 
tory. For this room-cooling the siiiuo 
pipes used us a cooling-coil in summer 
are used as a steam-radiator in winter.

ders forgery case occupied the entire ju- 
dicial day for six bourn in Judge Webb's 
court yesterday.

Tlie addreiifl occupied a little 
less than six hours in the delivery and 
covered all the intricacies of the caeo, 
including the aide issues. The most im-

would bave been proper in a trial for 
murder, but failed to support an indict- 
ment for forgery, which was what his 
client was called'on to meet. 


The first matter to which Mr. Short 


directed his attention was the blank 
draft book »nd the stub. The prosecu- 
tion had sought to prove that the draft 
for $1400, presented to the Kutner-Gold- 
ateln Company for payment waa origi- 
nally attached to this stub, and as the 
book waa found in tbe possession of 
Sanders and at bia house, the proof, if 
it had been given, would have been 
very damaging to ganders. But instead 
of this tbe stub and the draft did not 
correspond, and it was proved beyond 
doubt that this draft did not come from 
that book. One of the strongest pieces 
of evidence for tbe prosecution was thus 
obliterated. 
Tbe prosecution bad undertaken to 


prove that Sanders waa seen at Barstow 
within a few days of March 15th. Mr. 
Short insisted that it was a physical iro- 
possibility for Sanders to have been in 
Barstow at all. He got to Mojave on the 
morning of thel4th,and left at 1.15 p m.

He went straight home 
and waa at the Wootton ranch on the 
15th. It was impossible for Sanders to 
bave been seen at any of the other 
places claimed to have been visited by 
him between the 13th and IBtli of 
March.

leged recognition of Sanders by wit- 
nesses at Barslow. Mr. Short pointed 
to the contradiction of testimony an to 
the length ot Sanders' beard, which was 
stated uy one witnes to bis BIX or suven 
inches, while another testified that it
